Meet In Edmonton 


Premier Greenfield, Dr, Tory, and 
Other Speakers Deliver 
Addresses. 


The annual joint convention of Al- 
berta and British Columbia publishers 
was held in Edmonton on Friday and 
Saturday of last week. The majority 
of the daily and weekly newspapers 
of the two Provinces were represented. 

Premier Greenfield, on Friday after- 
noon gave an adress on “How the 
Provincial Press May Help Further In 
the Public Affairs of the Province.” 
He commended the press of Alberta 
for the campaign conducted during the 
current year under the heading ‘“Tak- 
ing Stock of Alberta,” with the object 
of advertising the natural resources 
and capabilities of the Province. He 
deprecated in a friendly spirit the ten- 
dency to sensationalism occasionally 
evidenced, and thought that the ex- 
ample of dignity of the solid section of 
the British Press was more worthy of 
copy than the hectic methods of some 
journals in the States. 

Colonists Wanted 

At an evening banquet given to the 
delegajes by Mr. John Imrie, editor of 
the Edmonton Journal, the Premier 
gave a thoughtful address advocating 
immigration, and outlining a scheme 
under which this could be properly 
directed. 


“Canada Forward” was the title of 
an inspiring address delivered by Mr. 
John Imrie, urging faith in our own 
country. The sessions were 
concluded by a discussion on “Creat- 
ing Reader Interest in Display Ad 
vertising” led by Mr. John Mackenzie, 
Strathmore. 

Research Work In Alberta 

The main address at Saturday's 
session was given by Dr, H. M. Tory, 
President of The University of Alberta, 
in which he asked the Press for their 
support in the encouragement of re- 
search work with the view of develop- 
ing the resources of our province, 
stating that many politicians and 
people were ignorant of the results 
attained for the money spent in re- 
search work here. It had already 
saved the Province miltions of dollars, 
and many lives, Research, he said, 
had in the past fifty years lengthened 
the span of life by twenty years. 

On Saturday afternoon an interest- 
ing constructive criticism of the tech- 
nical side of weekly newspapers was 
given by Mr. L. J. Ball, of Vernon, 
B. C., President of the Canadian 
Weekly Newspapers Association.

Three tons of mail order catalogues 
for Hanna! (exclaims the Hanna }ter- 
aid.) ahis 18s ne quantity O1 Catalogues 
from one mail order house alone that 
unloaded here a few days ago for dis- 
tribution from the Hanna postoffice. 
All within a twenty-mile radius of Han- 
na! 

‘ihe entire country is under a deluge 
of artistically illustrated, well-printed 
books of 500 pages each, advertising 
the wares of one of Canada’s greatest 
mail order concerns, and inviting even 
the remote prairie settler to send his 
money away to Winnipeg for whatever 
he may require to eat or wear. 

No home is too luxurious for this 
emissary of the Mail Order house to 
enter; no cottage is so humble that 
this printed salesman will pass it by. 
It goes into the home of the business 
man who talks loud and long about the 
evils of “sending away” for his par- 
ticular line of wares, but who fails to 
practice what he preaches when he 
requires some of the other fellow’s 
goods for his own consumption; it 
enters the home of the most lowly 
Jaborer. Rich and poor, business man 


and farmer, are all “prospects” when | 


‘the mail order catalogue goes out. 

' ‘Three tons of catalogues? Yes, six 
thousand pounds of printed salesmen 
for this postoffice. Figure it out for 
yourself, and you will see that this one 


|shipment equals the combined weigh! | 


of thirty-five good husky salesmen ct

A few quick passes of the pencil 
show us that there are exactly 2400 


catalogues, weighing 214!Ibs. each, in | 


this one batch, One salesman, (and 
one of proven producing ability), will 
be at work in every one of 2400 homes 
in this district during the next six 
months. He will be constantly on the | 
job, eager to display his goods, and 
ever ready to solicit an order for the 
mail order house. Two-thousand-four- | 
hundred salesmen are now at work in | 
the Hanna district, selling goods for a 
Winnipeg mail order house.! And a 
Regina concern has several thousand 
|more such salesmen right here in our 
camp! Besides these, there are the 
lesser fry among the ‘mail order
